This 
building la aomewbat of a departure 
from the ordinary conception of a 
muololpaJ angina bouse, as It la dla- 
tlootly suburban rad picturesque In 
character, sod la designed for Its par. 
tlcular location, a parkway flanked by 
dweUlog bouses of high grade, and of 
suburban character. If carried out aa 
shown In the architect's sketch It will 
•urely be an ornamant to tbe neighbor¬ 
hood sod will be In no Way a detriment,

On the eeoond story tbera will be a 
well lighted and ventilated dormitory to 
front, 19x88 rest. Bask of this will be 
a foreman’s room 10x84 feet and a re¬ 
creation room 14x84 feet with an eight- 
foot open flreplese. and abundant light. 
There will also be a lookar room 8x11 
feet and a large bathroom and toilet. 
The epees over tbs stable will be used 
for hay and grain storage The build- 
log will ooet complete looludlng eteis-
